Safety of I^i.mediate .Emancipation. 

However new tlie doctrnie of inuncdiate eman- 
ei[>ation niay appear to sojne, tliere is al)inidant 
evidence that such a measure (h)es not involve 
danger or h)ss to tlie emancipated, or to the com- 
nmnity. ]5olivar prochiiuied liberty to his slaves, 
and many ))ropriet.ors followed, his example: 
nearly a million of colored slaves iidiahited Co- 
lombi;i at that time, and a large part were innne- 
diately (Mnanci[)ated. M. Ravenga declares that 
the elfect has been a degree of docility on the part 
of the blacks, and a degree of security on the part 
of the whites, unknoAVji in any preceding period of 
tin; history of that republic. 

In speaking of the skives, captured l)y !>ritish 
vessels, and scMit to Sierra lAM)ne, Clarkson says: — 
" They must ha\ cont racted //,s^ viorUtl a luUral of

The abolition of vslaAerv, in Mexico, w as virtu- 
ally immediate. Tlu^ slave^j were at once taken 
from the arbitrary will of their masters, and])hice(l 
under hnv. A system of a|)j)renticeshij> was i^sta- 
hlislied, allowing them to apply the compensation 
received for their labor, to the purchasi* of them- 
selves and fannlies; and in seven y(\'n"s, sLa\t'r\ 
had ceased to exist thronahout that i>reat 
public. Dr. Walsh states that in Hrazil there arc 
more tJian half a million (Mifrancliised |)ers(>ns, 
/Vfricans or of African descent, who were (Mther 
slaves themselves, or are the desc(?n(h'uits of slav(\s. 
lie says, they are generally s|)cNiking well con- 
ducted and indust rious persons, -\\ ho coujpose, indis- 
criminately dillerent, orders of liie ('.(unnmnitv. 
Tiu^re are among theiu merchants, fai'mers, doc 
torSj lawyers, [U'iests, and oliicers of difleren! 
ranks."

MjUenfjinl, a shrve proprieler, 
resident at the time in the island, savs:

/(fhors, where there wcrv any, even inferior, agents to guide them : 
and on those estates, where tkj white irion were hdl to direct them, 
they betook themselves to the ()lanting of provisions ; but npon

i(t bdjor as f/nicf/t/ as hrfnrc. During the year i/lK") and [Mnrt oi 
I7U() I learn nothing about them ; neither good, bad uor indider- 
ent, though I liavy ransacked th(!

1^'roni the latter end of !71H> to i8()2j a. period 
of six years, tiui plajiters kept possevssion of tlteir 
estates; lived upon theni peaceably; and the Ireed 
neg'roes continued to be their laborers. Can tlierc 
be any accoinit more ravoral)le to our views than 
this, after S(f sudden an ejnancipation ? 

The former ntasters, accustomed to the practice 
of arbitrary power, and (o look dowji upon tlie 
negroes as re[)tiU\^ of the earth, could not bear to 
com(^ into familiar rtdations with them as free 
laborers, |)ea('eably as (he man.umilted slaves had, 
for years, condtu*:.teu {|ieneH'!\es !u au i-mI iiour 
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tliey prevailed upon noiia])ar(e, by false represen- 
lalions, aiul promises of money, to restore slavery. 
He prepared an inunense armament under Leclerc, 
lo hring about tliat event. Theliellish expedition 
at len.<J!;th arrived on the shores of St. J^omingo: — 
a scene of bh)od and torture folh)wed, sueh as 
history had never before disclosed, and compared 
with which, though phmned and executed by 
whites, all ihe barbarities said to have 1)een |)er- 
petraled by the insuri>'ent bhacks, amount compara- 
tive! v (<> nothing*. In fine, the I'rench were (h'iven 
from the island. 1^ill tliat time the ])lanters 
retained their property, and then it was, but not 
till then, that they lost their all. 

From that time to this, there has been no want 
of subordination or induslry ajnonu" them.

— Tlicy were released sud 
d(Mdy, Ironiall their former obligations and restraints^ 
and became |)ea,ceable and industrious citizens. 

We cannot fmd a single instance in which eman 
( ipation liiis been, tried, that one drop ofwhite l)lood 
has bi'en shed, or even endangered by it. The en 
Iranchised inhabitants of Janiaicii are more nuine 
rous than the whites; and yet it appears, by returns 
printed l)y onier of the House of Commons, that the 
proportion of criminal convictions of whites, and ot 
(Mifram-hised |)ersons, w^asas IwciUy-four of the for- 
mer to cii!;/d of the latter. In IJarbadoes the free ne- 
groes and nmlattoes are industrious, and are never 
seen i)egging, wliereas the island is pestered wilh 
white beggars, of all ages. In Trinidad, there are 
upwards of fifteen thousand free people of color; 
(here is not a single pauper amongst them ; they 
live inde|)endently and comfortably, and nearly 
half the island is said to be in tlieir hands. It is 
admitted that lliey are highly respectable in cha 
r;\cter, and are rapidly advancing in knowledge 
niul refmement. 'S'he Haytians are 700,000 in 
number, I'here are no paup<'rs, (\\ce|)l the decrt^ 
pid and iLv.cd, 'I'lu' pe(»j)le iirc charitable, hospita 
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ami l\in«l. very vc".<\)i'C\\\i\ In r(»r('i,^iu'i'^. UMii|K' 
\iiU\ onlorly, ra.sil y ..{^'•►vcnn.Mlj ami i»onil mcclia^ 
nirs. Admiral Mc:iiiini>" says, 'VUc most liappy, tlir 
bi\st IcmI, and llio most comfortablo no/^rocs I evo 
saw ill (he West Indies were in Uavli, v\en hcWcv 
than ill the ('arraccas, and di^'idodly boUor than 
the slaves in Jamaica.'' 

We also speak of immediate aboliti(nij to dist in- 
li^uish onr proposals from all iiKlircr/ altt^mpts to 
destroy shnery, in our eoimtry. Onr ohjeet heinti 
l)ollj lawl'nl and honorable, onr m(\ins liom^st. and 
onr tnotiv<\s pure, we havt* no occasion to con('(\*il 
Jhenij by prolessim?; to aim at. som(^thimi; else. We 
consider it crinnnal to annise the (M)nntry with anv 
project, which will not attain an end so essential 
to tin* prosperity and very (existence ol <»nr liappv 
imion. ft is i^enerailv admilted, that tin* accnrs(M! 
system oC slavery has already made the pillars of 
nnr government trend)l(\ and it is denionstrablr 
(hat nothing* l)nt its total riMnoval can prevcMit the 
fmal overthrow and ruin of this republic. 

It is one of onr objects to inculcate the doc 
trine ot'Immediate Abolition as (tn int/for/jfvt wonif 
sriUimeitlj ixii li ihiiy we owe to our common ( Jre 
ator, to our lellow-men, and to ours(*lv(\s, as re|>nb 
licansand Christians.

was obliged to rest in the fields; but she was ordcMed U) 
receive another dozen of lashes, (or having had the impudence

The trade is still briskly carried on in Africa, and new slaves

Woman has no |)rotection against (he unbriiUoil 
lust ol' her master or liis overseers^or any white man 
11ie sL'ive, and Ins wife, and his danghters, being 
considered as the prupcr/jj of their owners, com- 
pelled lo yield implicit ol)e(h*ence, not allowed to 
give evidence, and pui)lic opinion ridiculing the 
slave's claim to any exclusive right in his own wife 
and children, upwards of hadf a million of female 
slaves in Ihis country, are contimjally subject to 
jhe instdts of brutal passion. 

In Athens, Hie female slave could demand [)ro- 
lection from the magistrates, against insulting treat- 
nienl. i>ut the Antericnn f(Mnale slave is liable to 
I he penalty of death, il she do but raise her hand, 
where by nil other codes, woman m.iy resist even 
tm(o deallL and In* i»'nilj less.

With regard to tlie religious privileges of the 
slave, it is next to impossible that there should be 
a general diffusion of Cliristianity in a slave-hold- 
ing state. In Georgia there is a law which for- 
bids any congregation or company of negroes to 
assemble themselves, contrary to the act regulating 
patrols. Every justice of the ]>eace may go in per- 
son, or send a constable, to disperse any assembly 
or meeting of shivcs, wliich he supposes may dis- 
turb the peace, &c. and every slave talven iit such 
meetijii>'s mav, icilliovl IriaL recei\'e on the bare 
back twenty-live stripes. The West India ])lant- 
ers boldlyproclaimed tliat slavery and Christianity 
could not exist together, and that the latter must

he can do nothinir hy virtue ; to the former, lieeause he contracts, with his slaves, all 
Sorts of evil liahits, inures liimself insensihly to neglect every moral virtue, and 
lieeomes proud, passiona'j?, liard-liearted, violent, volujituous and cruel." — J./on- 
Icsfjnicu.

In another place, tlie same statesman I'ln? said in view nf slavery, "J frernhle 
for my eountry, wlien I rrjl.;rt that Ond is jus*, and th.at Ins ju.-'iice cannot elecp 
forever. Tlie Almighty has nn attril'ute wl"ii'-h ran take 5id.^=^ with ns." 
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l)c put dowji. Tlic express comniaud of our Lord 
Jesus Clirist makes it tlie duty and privile<»'e of 
every luuuau l)ein<i; to seiirch llie Scriptures." 
Yet, iu tiris Cliristiau country, it is a penal oll'ense 
to teacli a slave to read the Holy Scriptures, to 
i'ive liiiu a tract, <jr a copy of the Bihle. It is 
therelbre im^mssihle for the American Bible Soci- 
ety to carry into ellect tlieir noble resolution, to 
su|)ply every family with a co|)y. Although they 
profess to ha\'e accomplished this ol)ject, yet 
two millions of the people arc yet unfurnished 
with this invaluable treasure. 

In Viroinia and South-Carolina any school for 
teaching reading and writing, either io slaves, or 
free people of color, is c(jnsidered an, vnlmrfvl r/.s^- 
scnih/j/^ and may be dispersed, and punishment in- 
llict:ed upon each i)upil to tiie iunnbcr of twcntv 
lashes. TJie citv of Savamili, a few vears au'o, 
passed an ordinance, l)y wliich 

" Any person lliat. leaches a jjerson of color, slave or iree, 
\o read or write, or causes sucii persons to Ixi so lauLilit, is siih- 
jected to a tine of thirty (h>lhirs for each otlcnsc ; ;ui<l ( vcrv per- 
son of c<)lor wlio shall teach reading or writinir, is siihjc'ct to a 
line oi" thirty dollars, or to ])e imprisoned fen (!<nj^ and whipped 
fhir(j/~)un(: /f/.s7/r.s." 

We do not d()id.)t that tlie lunnavtil li of s(5me 
slave holders nutigates the o])crati()n of such la ws. 
But in all countries jnen are consider(ul subject to 
despotism who have no protection hut the gene- 
rosity ol" their rulers. The laws in anv state are 
a good index of the popular will. If then a ma jor- 
ity of the masters, in sla\'e states, wcmt mild and 
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IjtimiJiiie, is it to he suppused tlioy would have piib- 
JisluM.1 their owji shame oa tlie pages of tlieir oavu " 
statute books? It is Avortliv of remark that in 
human (les[)otism, cruelty of prac.tiee is Avoiit to 
iro heyoiid erueltv oi" law. li' we do not believe 
this <»HMieral principle, in regard to the slaves in 
our own land, must it not be because Ave have re- 
ceived the testimony of the master only'] 

li* a.ny thing could aggravate the case of a 
slave, it is that he is in a land boasting of its free- 
dom, among ])eo[)le who are continually speaking 
the praises of liberty, and vmder a goA'Crjum^nt, of 
wliich tln^ cornier stone is the declaration that " all 
uien are created equal.'' These hiAvs, so in- 
consistent with natural justice, and Avith religiou, 
are continuallv increasing- in scAeritA'; tlieir ri^'or 
in fact keeping pace Avith the increasing inmiber 
of the slavt\^. I^'i ft v-seven vears ai»'o, the world 
obser\('d the inconsislcMu: y between our gloj'ious 
(leciara tioii of cupial rights, and our practice of 
domestic, shn'erv. l>nt wilnessim;* the eflorts of 
f^'rankiin, Rush, Jay, King, Sedgwick, and other 
patriots, who soon after the revolutionary Avar 
(oriMiMl societies to jU'omote ^!ie same great, (Mid at 
which we now aim, i'Mve us credit for sincerity, 
and took for gr^Mited that effectual measures 
wouhl be adopted i'or the s|)ee(ly removal of this 
foul blot upon our uational escutcheon. What Avill 
the wise and good in foreign nations now say, 
when, alter the lapse oC nearly sixty years, Avithout 
a. step taken Ibr the extiru'tion of slavery, they learn 
that the people are unwilling to listen to a feasible 
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pliiu lor its acconiplissiineiit 1 Already doe« every 
true-lieMried Anicricau hung his head ia foreign 
hiiids wlieii obliged to conless that lie beh;)iigs to 
a country, Avliich iias been liCly-seven years boast- 
ing ol' its liljerty, tuid hi tliat time lias (juadru- 
j)ied tlie Jiuiuber oC its shtves. Look at one-sixth 
of our twelve million citi:^eiis in slavery, and say, 
Shall this deep stain continue for ever? 

Slavery must soon terminate, if in no other way, 
by the ra])idity oi' its o\vn growth. When, our fa- 
thers declared tli:it all men are created equ;fl, (hey 
still held about lialf a million in l)ondage. These 
lia\'e increased to more than two luillions. In twen- 
ty years they will ])e four, and in forty years eight 
millions. Since the last war was dechired, in 1812, 
the slaves have doubled in number ; and ujdess the 
remedy be ap|)lied before the cliildren born hi the 
year 1S;>: ) arrive at man hood, they will again double, 
'Vhe slightest observation must satisfy any person 
that such a state of things cannot continue in this en- 
lightened age. We have seen the repul)lics of the 
New World liberated from a foreign yoke l)y tlie^ 
power of public opinion, (areccemade free, France 
revolutionized, il reat-Britain relbrmed, Slavery 
abolished in the West Indies. Should liberal |)rinci- 
plesbe didused as rapidly in twenty years to come, 
as they iiave advanced in twen ty years past, who can 
believe that the year 1850 will lind four million per- 
sons held in bondage in republican America? Rea- 
son, liumanity, and religion join in saying, slavery 
ought not to continue. A calm and philosophical ob- 
servation of causes and effects teaches that it cannot ! 
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What then shall m done 7 

It is to tliis nionieiitous inquiry, that a sense o(" 
duty to our couulryj and oC kiiuliiess to our bretlireii 
wlio Jiold slaves, iiii])els us to call your atteutioiL 
Oil so diflicult a subject, the appeal sliould. be only 
to tlie good sense ajul sound judgnient, to tlie con- 
vscience and the Jieart, not to (he baser ])assions, 
nor to prejudice. It is (he character ot vvvov 
and injustice to be passionate^, and rel'nse (o hear 
reasoiL A\\ither you nor we, respected fellow- 
cilizens, Inive any interest Init in iindinu' out tlie 
truth, and doing our dut y. T^et us not act (lie part 
of those, who, when (be first martyr to the Christian 
religion declared that trutli to the jx^ople, wbicli 
cut tlicni to the lieart, ^'gnashed on him with 
their teetli, stopped their ears, ran upon him Avith 
one accord, cast him out of the ciiy, and stoned 
liim.'' 

Nor will putting off discussion either remove 
the evil, shun the dang(M*, or avert the crisis. 
Already it has been ])ost])oned too long. Instead 
of the half million of 177(), wc have now^ upwards 
of two millions. 

W!!atever,eitlier of dillicuity or of danger, there 
is in the pr(XH'ss, will oidv be increased by delay. 
If Abolition Societies sliijuld suspend their opera- 
tions innnediately, it will not pi-(nent the slaves 
from increasing in a greater ratio than the whit(^s, 
and amountinu* to four millions in twenty years, 
nor hinder every slave in the United States from 
speedily learning that his brethren in the West 
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liKlies are rree. Hlill l(3ss will it alter the inherent 
wroiii*- of sliiA ery, or ohliterate the guilt uC holding, 
hiiyiiig^ and selling M.KN created iu the image of 
( iod. \or have ^vo any right to roll, upon ])osteri- 
ty ;i responsibility which properly rests upon ouv- 
selvc'S, and whichj if sullered to descend to our 
children, Avill cojne upon them with accumulated 
I'orce. 

The Crisis. 

No judicious man can fully consider this static 
of things, hut he will arrive at the conchision tliat 
s!a\(n-v nnist terminate in one of three ways: — 
I. I)V the extermination oi* the blacks. 2. Bv the 
extermination of the Avhites. Or 3. By volunta- 
ry emancipation. To prevent the first two, by 
|)romoliiig the adoption of tiie third, is the aim of 
onr society. VV^e rejoice that Inunanity and patri- 
otism concur with conscience and scripture in 
showing that the best way to do right is to do it as 
soon as we caii. 

Oiw \ ery object prechides the idea of all resort 
to (orce. Wc ha.ve no force hut tlie force of truth. 
iXor (!(► wo j)ropose any measures not strictly 
within the allegiance we owe to the constitution 
and la.ws, under which we live. 

Tlw conrso of c^xaniination, and free discussion, 
wc pursuing is the v(*ry method which our 
national constitution indicates, and secures, when 
it says. ('ougress shall make no law abridging the 
freedom of speech, or of the press, or the riglit of 
the people i)eaceal)ly to assemble." That in seek- 
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ing llic abolition of slavery \vc coiiforiu to the 
.s[)irit of the constitution, and arc Htrietly witliin 
the letter of it, is plain from the fact^ tliat, this 
venercUiHl instrument u'ives no sanction to a system 
so ablion'ent to the principles of '70. In all those 
provisions in whicli for the j)reservation of the union 
tliev thoim'ht it necessnry to keep sla\ erv in view, 
as an existing* state of thing's, they aetetl umh^r 
the expectation that it was only temporary, innl 
wonhl soon cease. Kven the name of sh'iverv has 
not polhitetl its png'es; thus s]ioAvini>' that our fathers 
wonhl not have thiit document l>;o down to [)osterit,y, 
carryini^ the dis<>'raceful record that free A nu'ricans 
once hehl their fellow men as slaves. 

Tims it naturally and properly belongs to tlie 
several states to determim^ the mo(U^ and circum- 
stances in which one person may be hehi to hihor 
for auother. The states, therefore, will have the 
honor of terminating slavery Avithiii thcMr respective 
iKHiuds. Tiie Constitution declares, that 

" No ])crson lield to service or labor in ono stnlo, niKicr ilic 
laws tliorcoi", err^capiiig into anotbor, sliall in cf)nsc<iii(Mic(.' of any 
biw or rcc'ub'Uion tbercin, be discbarocd I'roni sncb sorvic*- ur 
hibor ; but sball be delivered up on claim of tlic }).'irty to wboni 
sucb service or labor may be due." 

Tliis provision is as applicable to minors and 
apprentices as to slaves, and will be as ijiij)ortant to 
tlie preservation of harmony among the states, 
when slaverv shall liave ceased, as it is uow. And 
speaking only of ''person!^ lield to service or lal)or" 
it gives not tlie least countenance to tlie odious 
claim of property in human flesh. If any one 
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sliould iiKikc a claim in the United States Courtj 
vsolely on the ground that a certain individual was 
his ]nv])crtyj lie would undoubtedly be nonsuited. 

In apportion ing' representation and d i rect 
taxes, the constitution determines the federal 
numbers, 

By Julding to tlic whole number of free persons, including 
tliose hound to service fur a term of years, and excluding Indians 
not taxed, tlu-ee-iifths of all other persons." 

Thus making it directly for the interest of all the 
states to increase their power in tlie nation, by 
changing ail their other persons"' to " free 
persons." 

But while wc confmc ourselves within the 
strictest construction of constitutional rights, we do 
not intejid to be precluded from urging any mea- 
sure which the constitution warrants. Conoress 
exercises -'exclusive legislation in all cases Avhat- 
soever over" the District of Cohunbia. If evi- 
dence Avere wanting to prove that we have 
dediiuxl from the principles of our fatliers, we 
fuul it in the fact that the ordy portion of our 
country, for Avhich t/tc government is alone respon- 
sil)h^, is fdled with slaves, and is the mart of a 
slave trade scarcely inferior in enormity to that 
of Africa. We are therefore literallv a slave 
HOLDING NATION. Tlic abolitiou of slavery, in 
our own District, is a measure within the power 
of Congress, and so manifestlv easy and safe, that 
it ought not to be delayed another year. And 
wdien this is done, we cannot but hope that some 



\vi>sc applii'alion niiiy he nuulv of liic power oi 
( 'ougress " to reguliiU; comiiicrce among the seve- 
ral States," so as to ell'ect the entire suppression 
oj' tlie infanious no.vn'-S'ric slavk 'ruAOh:. Wliile 
(Jongress refuses to do tliese tilings, the worhl will 
give the nation litth.^ credit for its professed desire 
lo abolish this accursed trailic, or to put an end to 
slavery; but will justly think the alleged want of 
power, on tlu^ part of Congress, is a mere pretense. 

As our course is the oidy one !)y w hich slavery 
can be abolished, consistentiv with the Constitu- 
tion, so it presents the only means of preserving 
our national union. Already have we seen the 
speedy dissolution of that unioji threatened, and 
as allowed hy leading men of all parties, mainly 
through the inlluence of shivery. Scarcely is one 
crisis passed vvhiTi another jmpends ', and it is evi- 
dent, that tliis succession of (hmgerous excitements 
will never (^nd l)ut by the removal of its cause. 

Our country is so knit together, in all its 
()arts, that nothiiig could ever sunder it but the 
rundicting views and ijiterests growing out of 
slavery. 'Use plans proposed ena'ole us to seek 
the remov al of this cause by means which cannot 
endangci- the security of the national comj)act, and 
which, when successful, will greatly strengthen our 
national Ixmds. The only [)ower to l>e employed 
is that of a reformed ])ui)lic opinion; and a 
dissolution of the union \y\\\ not shield slavery Irom 
such attacks. I^'oi" surely no statesman will think 
of rendiM'ing pu])lic ojunion more tolerant towards 
sla\ erv, bv sundering the union, or w ill act upon the

While en 
ii;a«»cd in a |>urely henevolent work we will not 
sufler tlie reproach of l)eiin.'; actuated by political 
views. 

Our w hole reliance therefore, under (iod, is on 
(he power of" trutli, and of public opinion. These 
weapons were successfully employed by Wil])er 
("orce, ('larkson, ami their associates, to destrov the 
slave trade. The same power in the hands ol 
Huxton, Lushinnion, O'Connell, and others, iias 
vvrun<i,' from a reluctant i>-overnmeiU, tin' death- 
warrant of slavery in all thi^ British dominions. Let 
it not be said that in J'rcc America, truth and tln^ 
sentiments of humanity, have less sway. than in the 
monarchies of the old world. 

We aim to brin«; back the public sentiment, co]i 
cerniiii;' shivery, lo tin^ healthy state of the firsl 
days of the republic; and resl(n;e Ihe ;if>olition 
principles of iM'anklin, Jellerson, l^ish, Jay, ami 
<Mliers, iind do whai we < <>n<'eivc I hose s;{<j;es would

The 
loss of a few thousands at the soutJj w est, hy cho 
lera, less tlian two per cent, of our wliok^ slav(^ 
popidatioUj has the |)resent year raised the price oi 
slaves in Virii^inia tvv^enty-live to lil'ty per cent." 
The samci would he tlie efTect of expatriating thirty 
or forty thousand slaves in a yenr, and the price 
would increase almost indelinitelv as laborers 
were diminished in number. If tJiey w^ere re 
deemed, or vT>luntarily liberated, who can calcu- 
late the price of trans])orting them across the At 
lantic, or furnishing them there w it.h t he meiins o( 
support, of improAenient and of industry. Or if 
they vverc^ removed to /Vfrica as fast as tlnw in 
crease in tJie United States, and there fed, Iioan 
could they be governed'? It is the serious apprt^ 
hension of many persons that there \vould be dan 
ger, even under the fn'mly established go\'ernment 
of the United States, in admitting them to their 
natural rights. But though we do not admit this 
danger, in freeing them on the soil uhere (hev be 



ioii^, liicrc may ho a (jiicsiioii as to llu'ir conipcU-ne v 
to iiiaiiitJiiii a goveniiuciit, uHcuKivalod as they uovv 
are, if ilimwii iu a mass hcyoiid (lie control oC a 
civilized country. We say rKMliing now of tlie 
attacluvient of ccdorcd Americans lo tlieir native 
land — nothing of the hardships they must endure 
in expatriation — iiotliing oi" the cruel injustice* ol 
recusing to redress their wrongs hut upon the pen 
alty of hanishment to a sickly climate, and a hai* 
harous sIkut. We harely say that doing right is 
I he oidy thing that will save some ol' the fairesl 
portions of this country rnnn depopulation. 

In favor of this banislunent of two and a hall 
nnllions of Americans from their native land, 
tJierc is only a single argument, and that is the 
unmerited antipathy of tlu^ Avhites against them, 
on account of ilieir color. The abolition of sla- 
very will, itself, go far to remove this irrational 
j)rejudice, for ll is vol /hand cx(:c])L in dace liuUi 
int^ cwanlrics. At any rate, it is too much to ask 
its griitification at so cosily a |)rice. Whereas 
the abolitioii of slavery, under safe regulations, 
()rescrii)ed l)y law, is merely chariging tlie civil 
relations of the people, and W(juld not interrupt 
the business, or order of society, for a day. The 
land, the houses, the money, the credit, the mer- 
chandize, the education and intelligence, the pro- 
lessional vskili, the knowledge of business, the po- 
litical pre-eminence, the press, the scliools, (lie 
'Isurches, would all be in the hands of tlir 
vvliites. The necessity of subsistence^ and tln^ 
attachments tn lH)me. and to tlje faiiuly, W(Mjhl hja.d 
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ikc blacks to seek eiiiployiiicrit where ihey live, 
vvliile tlieir liibur would be just as necessary to 
Uie planters as before. Society, instead of being 
dissolved by tlie disruption of lialC its mendjers, 
vvouid be more lirndy knit together, by the ties of 
nmtual dependence, and tlie only cause of distrust 
and vengeance would be forever removed. Tlie 
fertile soil, which holds all the world as its tribu- 
taries, would contiinie to pour forth its precious 
products, enriching its owners, without endanger- 
ing their tranquillity.

Ill the outset of our lal)ors, we are met by the 
deterniined opposition of a society managed chiefly 
by slave holders, which lias set itself, by its oHicial 
publicfiti^)ns, and by speeches in its meetings, to 
maintain that the continuance of slavery, is ncccs- 
.svA/v/j and to denomice in bitter terms, the advocates 
of immediate emancipation, as a combination ol 
ds'luded fanatics and reckless incendiaries." 
Deeply grieved as we are, that respectable indi- 
vid{i;ils should thus eclio the ribaldry of the base, 
when they are unacquainted with our plans, we 
cannot submit to this undeserved reproach, without 
attempting to show how far our fierce assailant is 
herself deserving of conlidence, as a remedy for tlu^ 
evils of slavery. 

Had the American Colonization Society con- 
lined its pretensions U) the design of tlie pious men 
who were among its founders, it vvouid never hav(^ 
opposed the abolition of slavery- Its design, as

If any 
sucIj colonies could produce sucli a, residt, we 
niigiit have expected it iVoni tiiose of iYew-l^aigland. 
But their su|)(M*ior skill in trade-in arts, in arms, 
the diseases tht^y introduced, tlie stroiur drink, tin*

deadly weapons, and Ijie wars between tribes, liave 
exterminated the natives ot this country. That 
the iulhience of I aberia. may be the same, is j'TeatIv 
to be feared. The llev. J. 1>. Piiuicy, now just 
returning to yVfrica, as a. nnssionary, says of tlie 
<'olouy, in Avhich he spent sevivral monlhs :

It lias also been crediblv slated, and never de- 
niedj that fourtekn iiUi\drij;i) barrels of JiUiM, 
(besides otlier spirituous liquors) lia\'e been sold at 
the colony, in a single year. Tlie Liberia lierald" 
shows also, that gunpovvtkn", guns, and ''spear- 
pointed knives,'' are sold at Liberia as the principal 
articles ol' conunerce. Knowing tJiese facts, many 
friends of temperanciN an.d of peace, who formerly 
coutributed liberally to tlie Society, have declared 
tliat they caiuiot conscientiously do so any longer.

" The Society ^ * * having declared that it is in nowise allied 
to any Abolition Society in America, or elsewhere, is ready, 
wliencv'cr tliere is need, to i'ass a cf-n'sure on si;en Societies in 
America." — Speech of Mr. Harrison, oj Virginia^ Fifteenth 
Annual KejJort. 

The Colonization Society, as has been clearly 
shown, solemnly <lisclaims any design of promoting 
the abolition of sla\ery ; no inteiligent friend of 
that society be]ie\es it practicable ever to reinoec 
the whole sla\ e po|)ulation from the country ; most 
pe.rson.s consider it im[)racti,cable to remove even

the annual increase; it is snsiTj>lil)lr of easy dc- 
nionslralion that ilir adin: •d\)()\\iu)\\ ol' slavery hy 
voluntary emanci|)ati()n will l)ec()nie less [)rol)a[)h', 
if the value ofvsL'ives sliould inrrcNase, as it will^ hy 
the removal ol" a part; and that the design of pro 
diicinij;' entire emancipation, cherished on the j)art 
of any portion of thii eolonizationists, l)y removing" 
the free hlacks to Africa, is a. scheme that njust he 
[)rouounce(l chimerical hy e\ ery well infornied per- 
son who examines the sid)ject. 1.V> (leny it, is con- 
clusive evidenci" that the person has but ii superfi- 
cial knowledi>(^ oC the sul)ject, or the opinions of 
those most conversant with it. 

l>ut it is snid. 1)V sojue tliat ^'the mordt hiJhiciir.r 
of the Society, l>y the discussion and iiupiiries it 
excites, will eventually tend to the totnl abolition 
of slaverv.'' It would s(H'm, however, that litth^ 
credit is due to tlie Society, lor promoting discussion, 
since \\c find it calling meelings, and employing 
distiuiruished orators U) stii^niatize as lanatics and 
incendiaries lliose who have avowed it lo be their 
object, l-)y inquiry and discussion, ' to awaken a 
public sentiment throughout the nat ion. that will be 
opposed to the continuance oC sla very in auy part 
of the repuhlic/'' IT the Colonization Society 
were friend Iv to ahoUtiou, or even to discussion, 
would it thus unsparingly deiiounce those w)io oidy 
wish to use the oe.e to elfect the other? An en- 
lightened community will iudi^e.

If (lie j)rincij)al niembi^rs of tlie Colonization 
Soriely had not declined setting an example of 
ema uci|>a(ing their slaves; if tlie Society had Jiot 
expressly disclaimed all efiorls for abolition; if it 
had not a ijologiztnl for slavei'v, and justified kec])- 
ing iUc slaves in ignorance: if it. bad not unfairly 
mono|)olized jiearly all the synijjalhy in this country 
for |)eople of color; if it. were not an 0|)iale on tlie 
conseieru'es of sla.N C IioUUm's. and a delusioii before 
the eyes of the philantlii'ojric : if it did not oppose 
Abolit.ion Societies; it it did not b(dd out one 
induc<Mneiit t,o the peo|)le of tJie northern states, 
and an o|)posite one to tlie peo|)h.' of the southern 
st.ates; we should wai ha \e occasion to bring for- 
ward those |)ain(ul e\id('nres that it is an ol)struc- 
ti(Hi to tlie improNcment of I he folored }'are. to the 
|)rogress of reliL^-jim. to I oinpera iicr^. to peace, and 
(he riu'hts of man. .Xs a Society, we liaA'e clearly 
prn\-('d (hal it is (d)ii(>x i<His to I liose censures.

the colored people in this nation. 

But whatever may he the diderence of opinion 
on several subordinate points, there is only one way 
t.omeet the crisis to Avhicli ^ve liave arrived. ^ The 
proof is abundant that the only means of siifety 
is the mUrc abolition of Slavery. It is 1)elieyed, 
that when the doctrine is properly understood, 
our citizens will not be slow^ to be convinced 
that the only wise method of making' it. entire, 
is to make it immcfllafc. The right., and the God 
of right, are with us. Relying upon His arm lor 
su])|)ort and guidance, and imploriiig His l>less- 
ing for success, Ave address ourselves to om* Avork, 
unangered and unawed,aiid inA itetlie support and 
aid of oiu* felloAv-citizens, under the firm and set.- 
tled assurance, that., whatever of 1a])or or oblo- 
fpiy, it may cost the friends of abolition, it is rni':

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Wherf.as our national oxistcncc is based on (lie princij)lo Inid 
down in tlio Declaration of Independence, " that all mankind are 
created equal, and that they arc endowed by their Creator witli 
certain inalienable rights, among which arc life, lil)erty, and the 
pursuit of happiness and whereas, after the lapse of nearly sixty 
years, since the Aiith and honor of the American people were 
pledged to this avowal, before Almighty God rmd the world, one- 
sixth part of the nation are held in bondage by their fellow citizens ; 
and \vhereas slavery is contrary to the princi{)les ofurilurnl justice, 
of our republican form of government, nnd of the Christinn reli- 
gion, and is greatly Itindering the prosperity of the country, while

Ain'ici.i: I. Tliis Society shall he styled the " New- York C'ity 
A II t i - 8 1 a \' e r y Soc i e ty . ' ' 

Anricj.K .11. Tlic object of this Society sliail be to collect and 
difPiise information on the trne character of slavery ; to convince.' 
(Mir countrymen of its lieinoiis criminality in the siglit of God ; 
!o show that the duty, safety, and interest of all concerned require 
fis abandonment; and to take all lawful, moral, and religions 
means to eHcct a total and immediate abolition of Slavery in the 
linited States. 

Ain'icM-: I II. This Society sliidl aim to elevate the character 
and condition of tlie people of color, by encouraging their intel- 
lectual, moral, and religious improvement, ])y correcting tlie preju- 
dices of public oi>inion, and by endeavoring to obtain for our 
colored fellow-citizens an equality with the whites of civil and 
religious j)rivileges; but will never countenance the oppressed in 
vindicating their rights by resorting to physical force. 

A i:Tn;i,r. .1 V. Any person who agrees with tJie principles of this 
(.'onslitution, and contributes to the funds, may be a member of 
the Society, and shall be entitled to vote at its meetings. 

[The remaining articles regulate the officers and their duties, 
provide for a meeting on tlie fir.st Wednesday of October annually, 
and at otlier times on the call of the Committee, and prescribe thr 
mode of altering the Constitution.]
